They put out enough 
foot pounds of energy on Labor 
Day to turn every wheel in Ameri- 
ca for a week. 


Why not save all 
this wasted 


energy? Why not have a "No - Lab- 
or-and-No-Play" Day? 


As it is now millions of Ameri- 


cans must work on Labor Day in 
order 
that 
other 
millions 
may 


play. That is the way our civili- 
zation is geared. 


"But how about a law creating 


a national public holiday on which 
everybody and everything would be 
forbidden to do work of any kind 
or play in any way? The law would 
apply to men, animals and ma- 
chines. It would enforce complete 
and absolute rest from dawn to 
jdtisk. 


All beaches, filling stations, bars, 


restaurants, theaters and highways 
would be closed. All power plants 
would be shut down. There would 
be no television or radio programs, 
no 
ball games, 
no newspapers 


printed. The zoos would lock up, 
too, thereby denying the caged in- 
habitants the pleasure of laughing 
at human visitors.
